Salem C ty H o sp tal Candid Observations 


(Twelfth Article of a Scries on Hospital Information)

The Cleveland Story 


We hav e b een impressed in recent months b y 
the many serious prob lems that hav e arisen in 
Clev eland’s hospitals. These hav e constantly b een 
in the newspapers, on radio and TV. 


Starting last fail there was considerab le pub ­ 
licity and furor ab out a 22.4'< 
Blue Cross hike 
needed b ecause of soaring hospital costs. There was 
an extensiv e hearing b efore Edward A. Stowell, 
Ohio Superintendent of Insurance. 


A few weeks later came news on a “lab or 
strike” at the Huron Road Hospital. 


Following this were news stories ab out pub lic 
fund driv es to make “b ig hospitals b igger” in Clev e­ 
land. 


Then in the latter part of winter b ig news came 
out on St. Vincent’s Charity Hospital turning away 
medically indigent cases b ecause the County Wel­ 
fare Department refused payment except for actual 
relief cases. “Other Clev eland hospitals were ex­ 
pected to follow suit.” “Sev eral thousand medically 
indigent may b e denied hospital care” were the 
headlines. 


Then an item calling for a community-wide 
study on hospital costs and techniques. This sug­ 
gested b y the Federation of Realty Interests b e­ 
cause of an excessiv e rise in Clev eland hospital 
costs. Priv ate room day rates were quoted as rang­ 
ing from $32 to $64. including serv ice fees up to 
$20 per day. 


Finally, we come up to date with recent news 
items on the hospitals’ annual reports for 1960. St. 
Luke’s Hdsnital headlined their loss in 1960 of 
$209 ,000 
pointing 
the 
b lame 
at 
the 
medically 
indigent prob lem. 


In contrast — the Salem City Hospital Story 
goes this way: 


• Lab or troub le0—No: our employee morale is 
excellent, our wage scale is under Clev eland hos­ 
pitals. b ut so are our liv ing costs. 


• No serious complaints from patients, 9 7ri> 
rate this hospital “v ery good” or “excellent” in 
writing. 


• Our priv ate room rates are from $21 to $23.50 
with no serv ice fees. 


• We hav e no operating deficits. 


• Excessiv e rise in costs0 — No: our av erage 
patient day cost for all patient serv ices increased 
$.03 last year. In 1959, it was $29 .9 6; in 1960 it was 
$29 .99. 


• No major prob lem with the medically in­ 
digent. Our relations with Rob ert Bycroft, Director 
of the Columb iana County Welfare Department 
are excellent. 


• We hav e had no pub lic fund driv es for new 
facilities in ov er 10 \ears. Howev er, we hav e added 
$1,000.000 
in 
new 
facilities 
during 
this period 
through indiv idual b equests and priv ate donations 
from indiv iduals, industrial firms and retail estab ­ 
lishments, plus funded depreciation. 


We do not know the moral to this “story in 
contrast” — we leav e it for you to decide It is 
howev er most unfortunate that b ig city hospitals 
hav e such b ig prob lems.
